March 30.—Chester 
Gillette was executed In the electric 
chair at Auburn prison for the murder 
of his sweetheart, Grace Brown, in 
Big Moose lake in the summer of 1900. 
Governor Hughes declined to Interfere 
any stay the execution. Gillette, with 
his spiritual advisers at his side, went 
coolly to his doom. 


Gillette passed 
Sunday quietly In 
his cell, and there was no deviation 
from the regular routine since he has 
been In Auburn prison. The condemned 
man was permitted a farewell visit 
with his father, mother and aunt. Wiss 
Catherine Gillette. He alternately read 
and wrote. He prepared a statement 
which, It Is expected, will be made 
public.

New York. March 30. -Sollg Silvor- 
stcin, in whose hand a bomb exploded 
in Union Square park, as he >vas about 
to hurl it at tho police during a demon- 
stration of the unemployed, and which 
killed Ignatz Hillebrand. is still alive. 
Though tho explosion tore off his right 
hand, temporarily blinded 
him 
and 
caused 
frightful bodily injuries, ho 
may survive. As yet he cannot soo, but 
tlie sight of one eye may be restored. 


Seven men, arrested after the bomb 
explosion, were arraigned in court. Of 
tho number, six called themselves Rus- 
sians. One of thom was an American. 
The foreigners were held in $3000 ball 
each for further examination, while 
the American was held without ball. 
They are charged with taking part in 
a riot. 


A meeting of the unemployed, with- 
out police sanction, had been adver- 
tised to be held. 


Having cleared the park of all but a 
few apparently harmless men who oc- 
cupied benches, the ix)llce contented 
themselves with keeping the paraders 
moving. 


Encouraged, the procession 
grew; 
shouts of derision and oaths directed 
at the police filled the air. and then, as 
though by prearrangemont, the strains 
of "The Marseillaise" rose from 10,000 
throats. 


Captain Roilly's squad, which had 
been stationed at the east side of tho 
square, started at a double-quick pace, 
two abreast, across the park. 


As they neared the fountain

marks the center of the

roic statue of George Washington and 
ran towards the oilicers. whose backs 
were now turned to their pursuer. 


A largo man kept at the other's 
heels. Within twenty paces of the mov- 
ing squad the two men halted and tho 
smaller raised a hand, in which was 
clasped a smoking bomb. 


Even as he drew back his arm to 
throw the weapon it exploded. Tlio 
shock, that shook the skyscrapers of 
the square, threw a score of people to 
the ground.

The bomb-thrower 
still lived, but his right hip hnd been 
shot off, both of his eyes v/or-> gouged 
out and his skull and shoulder were 
fractured.

Torpedo B6at Seriously Damaged By 
Shot From 
Her Own

Dr. Felter seems to bemoan the fact that higher education keeps some 


women" from marrving. While this is true in some cases, it certainly is not 
so much to be bewailed as would seem at first thought. Better that one 
woman should shirk her duty to posterity than the thousands should half- 
way perform theirs.

It is well said that a child has a. right to be well born. Ir this is true, 


does it not follow that the more cultivated the mind of the mother the more 
worth living will be her children. Who ever heard of a man being handi- 
capped by the fact that his mother was a well-educated woman? 


Is it "impossible to educate too highly the human brain, be it male or 


femal"? Rather is it not desirable to so direct this education that it shall 
by transmission raise the mental, moral and physical level of the human 
animal as the generations pass into history? 


I fancy the look upon the face of the high school girl to whom any one 


dare intimate that she could possibly deteriorate to real usefulness in propor- 
tion to the amount of higher education she acquired, and every one dream of 
marriage as the one goal to be reached. 


If the college woman remains unmarried it is usually from choice, and 


who shall say that a more desirable state of affairs does not exist where 
girls are most careful in their choice of husbands. 
Xine-tenths of the 


domestic misery existing today is due to thoughtless marriages, and I wel- 
come anything "that wilt cause our girls to pause and consider well before 
they take the step to matrimony. If higher education will bring about this 
desirable end, by all means let us educate our girls to the top notch. 


Examples of self-made men whose parents were illiterate and whose 


struggles in mounting the ladder of success are recorded in history prove 
nothing.

in spite of it. 
I venture to say that Mr. Felter or any other good American would

The union bclie\es 
this sets a record. 


In tho groat shops of a well-known 
electrical company 
are some 
three 
hundred young men, clad In work- 
men's 
garments, 
assembling small 
apparatus 
and 
testing 
dynamos, 
transformers, 
railway 
motors and 
lighting appliances of every descrip- 
tion. 


These men have come from uni- 
versities, 
colleges 
and 
technical 
schools, not only in this country, bul 
In all quarters of the civilized world 
And they are supplementing the theo- 
ries 
upon 
which 
they 
have spent 
years of study with the 
admirable 
practice to be obtained in the flnely- 
equipped shops and tho variety of 
apparatus manufactured. 


This company has always had nn 
eye to the future. 
Its escellent ap- 
prentice system 
Is devised 
with 
a 
view to producing a company of ex- 
port workmen, from which may be 
drawn the future foremen, superin- 
tendents and executive heads of de- 
partments. 
Its student course Is to 
provide for its future need of engi- 
neers on all classes of apparatus and 
equipment; to take charge of foreign 
and domestic installations of 
great 
power 
and lighting plants; 
to 
be- 
come managers of new shops, 
de- 
signers of new machinery or com- 
mercial managers and assistants. 


The qualifications necessary for a 
man entering on this student course 
are that he should have 
graduated 
from some college or technical school. 
Graduates from several of the cor- 
respondence 
schools 
( approved by 
the company) are also admitted. 


Tho man who enters, however, is 
not estimated according to his col- 
lege attainments. 
All start on the 
same basis and at the same nominal 
salary. 
The estimation and advance- 
ment come upon a demonstration of 
the quality of a man's woi^k in the 
shops; upon his steadiness and 
re- 
liability; 
his quickness 
in seeing 
errors or 
defects; his 
aptitude at 
grasping and solving them. 


The course is for a period of four 
years, but no written agreement to 
this effect is required by the com- 
pany, 
And it must be 
understood 
that the four years consist of 
fifty- 
two weeks each, excepting possibly 
two weeks for vacation each 
sum- 
mer. 
In fact, the student is subject 
to exactly the same discipline 
and 
shop routine as the ordinary work- 
man. 
His hours are the same—from 
7 a. m. to 6 p. m. 


There is no strictly defined routine 
of practice on this course. 
The gen- 
eral principle is to give the young 
man the opportunity to work some 
time in each department, and so fa- 
miliarize himself with every type of 
apparatus 
manufactured. 
Pie 
usu- 
ally commences by assembling small 
motors and becoming familiar with 
every detail of the machine. 
He then 
works for a period at testing genera- 
tors, transformers, arc lamps, meters, 
etc., respectively, thus becoming ac- 
quainted with the nature and use of 
testing and measuring 
instruments, 
and also with the wonderful labor- 
saving devices and the accuracy of 
machine tools with which the shops 
abound. 


lie sees the methods of the great 
steel and iron foundries, and observes 
tho materials used In building up the 
great 
turbo-generators. 
He is ex- 
pected to acquaint himself with the 
methods of constructing and winding 
armatures and field colls; the various 
kinds of insulators; and the details 
and uses of switches, 
switchboards, 
mçters and controllers. 


The work Is by no means a sine- 
cure. 
At much of it dirt, 
grease 
and real labor are encountered 
by 
these students as by any mechanic 
In the shops. 
On transformer tests 
and tests of special apparatus, 
the 
work 
necessarily 
continues, 
fre- 
quently, 
for 
as 
long 
as thirty-six 
hours at a stretch; and It speaks well 
for these men that such work is rare- 
ly shirked. 
The dropping of one of 
these students for Inefllciency or in- 
attention is of the rarest occurrence. 


In the course of from two to three 
years—it all depends upon the man's 
brightness—he 
will 
find 
his shop 
work more or less frequently broken 
by calls to go outside; to report on 
disaster to some outside plant; 
to 
examine, and probably adjust, 
ma- 
chines which are working improper- 
ly; or to direct a crew of workmen 
installing new machinery. 


He will also now come more .in 
contact 
with the 
prominent engi- 
neers, and, if his choice so lies, may 
be taken into some special depart- 
ment. 


This 
specializing 
is encouraged. 
Electrical problems have become so 
complex and diverse that the 
man 
who achieves the greatest amount of 
usefulness and success is, undoubted- 
ly, tho one who devotes his energies 
and abilities to some particular line; 
and ample opportunity is afforded to 
students In this course to 
confine 
their attention to any one 
depart- 
ment for which they show unusual 
ability or aptitude. 


In the engineers' departments he 
will have' the opportunity of confin- 
ing himself altogether to the manu- 
facturing and designing details, or 
ho can branch off onto the commer- 
cial side, with a view to qualifying 
himself for work in some one of the 
company's many district or foreign 
ofllces, 
Tho salesman of 
electrical 
apparatus is viiuch more than an ordi- 
nary commercial agent. 
He is a con- 
sulting engineer. 
He must be thor- 
oughly conversant with the construc- 
tion and 
assembling of 
machines; 
with their capacities under 
greatly 
varying conditions; 
must have 
apti- 
tude for understanding and explain- 
ing peculiar conditions, with a view 


to the designing of special apparatus

He should learn to say 'No!' when 
the insidious suggestion is made to 
cut down 
weight 
here 
or 
power 
there." 


The advantage 
of 
this 
practical 
training—this 
acquired 
familiarity 
with the actual conditions of work- 
ing apparatus as supplementary 
to 
the preliminary theoretical 
training 
—are Incalculable. 
The student who 
is 
thoughtful, 
attentive 
and 
am- 
bitious, acquires by this method the 
qualities which must be combined In 
order to make the thorough engineer. 
Nerve and resourcefulness with ma- 
chinery 
In times of 
emergency— 
presence of mind, tact and ability to 
handle men; business knowledge and 
executive capacity—all this Is requi- 
site; 
and 
practice—and 
practice 
alone—can give it. 


In addition to this practice, 
the 
embryo engineers have ample oppor- 
tunity of keeping abreast of the times 
on theoretical 
lines, and in 
touch 
with 
the 
rapid 
advancement and 
changes in electrical science, A spec- 
ial engineering organization or club 
Is designed for this purpose. 
Meet- 
ings are held monthly, at which lec- 
tures and addresses upon technical 
subjects aro delivered by speakers of 
undoubted qualification, followed by 
discussions on the subject. 
This so- 
ciety also arranges and carries out 
visits to other plants of unusual in- 
terest, 
where the 
Installation and 
operation 
of power 
for generating 
purposes, and of special 
apparatus, 
may be 
fully inspected 
and 
dis- 
cussed. 


Mr. H. W. Buck, In an article In 
the Scientific American says: 


"In a stationary condition of art, 
a man with practical experience only 
may become very familiar with all 
the existing types of apparatus and, 
knowing 
their 
applications, 
may 
qualify, to an extent, as an engineer. 
But 
the 
extremely 
rapid 
growth 
of 
electric 
practice 
makes 
rapid 
change 
In 
the 
construction 
and 
operation 
of 
electrical 
machin- 
ery. 
The 
man 
of 
practice 
only 
is apt to fall behind; while the man 
with a knowledge of the theories and 
the formulas—with a mind 
trained 
to study and deductions—follows up 
the changes without cifl!icuUy, and is 
frequently one of the men to initiate 
such changes." 


The opportunities ahead of these 
students are most promising. 
In the 
far Indies graduates of this training 
are harnessing the sacred streams and 
generating and convoying power and 
light hundreds of miles, over a coun- 
try and against diflacultles unknown 
here, and unforeseen there, until met 
and conquered. 


Up toward the North Pole, Install- 
ing arc lights to run through a six 
months' 
night; In 
distant 
Japan, 
operating 
railways for 
the 
gentle 
Oriental; stringing the canons of the 
Rockies with transmission lines; put- 
ting the collar on the mighty Niag- 
ara and bringing a half million horse- 
power 
into productive 
subjection— 
everywhere you find them, meeting 
and battling with problems and diffi- 
culties, overcoming them, and in thus 
overcoming them, becoming stronger 
and more Invincible themselves. 


That's where these j'oung men are 
going from the student course. 
All 
of them will become useful; 
many 
of them will acquire some degree of 
eminence; perhaps one hero or there 
will rise to international 
fame—an 
Edison, a Thomson or a Steinmetz, 


In the electrical field the pace is 
swift—the marvelous of to-day Is the 
commonplace of to-morrow. Peculiar 
characteristics or abilities in certain 
lines will find their opportunity in 
this industry, always provided they 
are coupled with the qualities which 
are requisite to success anywhere—

Menace % Our Navy

HE most important protection of a battle-ship, outside of the hull 


itself, is that given to its magazines. 
Never, 'since the use of 


powder upon 
fighting-ships, 
has there been such danger to the 


magazines as exists In every battleship and armored cruiser in 
the American 
fleet. 
It is a fir^ principle, recognized even in 


•tho days of wooden frigates, that powder must not be Passed 
directly up to the gun-deck through'a vertical shaft. 
The open 
turret of the United States battle-ship Is the only violation of this principie lu 
the practice of the world, 
, 
, ^ 


The open turret is a conical shaft leading straight down into the huU or 


the ship. 
At the top of this shaft the powder is loaded into the heavy Sun; ax 
its bottom is the handling-room where the powder is delivered from tbe maga- 
zine; around this handling-room, and opening directly into it. are the ma«a- 


^ ^^The guns in the turret are fired with charges of smokeless powder. 
This 
powder is a hard, round substance, of a composition which looks not unliKe 
celluloid; its grains—in the charges for the heaviest g u n - a r e cylinders about 
•the size of a spool of thread. 
These grains of powder, when unconfined. do 
i>ot explode if they are set on fire, but are consumed like 
fizzmg 
fire-crackers. 
Now. under present conditions at least, a certain number of accidents in load- 
ing and firing guns can be counted on. 
When these occur, the burning powder 
grains will fall straight down into the handling-room. 
The charges in tne 
handling-room will be set on fire, and the whole turret will be filled at once 
with a poisonous, flaming gas that destroys life Immediately, and even meus 
the softer metals. 
Three times already, by a miracle. American ships nave 
been saved from the explosion of their magazines because of this land ox 
accident.—From McClure's Magazine.

Dr Felter seems to bemoan the fact that higher education keeps some 
women from marrying. 
While this is true in some cases, it certainly is not 
so much to be bewailed as would seem at first thought. 
Better that one 
woman should shirk her duty to posterity than the thousands should half- 
way perform theirs.

It is well said that a child has a right to be well born. 
If this Is true, 
does It not follow that the more cultivated the mind of the mother the more 
worth living will be her children. 
Who ever heard of a man being handi- 
capped by the fact that his mother was a well-educated woman? 


Is it impossible to educate too highly the human brain, be it male or 
female? 
Rather Is it not desirable to so direct this education that it shall 
by transmission raise the mental, moral and physical level of the 
human 
animal as the generations pass into history? 


I fancy the look upon the face of the high school girl to whom any one 
dare Intimate that she could possibly deteriorate to real usefulness in propor- 
tion to the amount of higher education she acquired, and every one dream of 
marriage as the one goal to be reached. 


If the college woman remains unmarried it Is usually from choice, and 
who shall say that a more desirable state of affairs does not exist where 
girls are most careful In their

They do not seem to me, as a rule, to have made such bad mothers so 
far. and it would seem hardly possible for them to suddenly become so just 
because they have become a little more familiar with the sciences or learned 
the history of music along with the ability to pound out sounds. 


I think It just possible that Dr. Felter has become unnecessarily alarmed, 
A little advice to the boys as to taking a new start and keeping up with the 
girls would be more timely. 


Oould President Roosevelt and such advisers as Dr. Felter have their 
way, woman would Indeed be reduced to an undesirable position. 
Happily 
girls' themselves propose to have some say in such important things as the 
scheme of thejr whole lives would encompass. 
They have elected to pre-

Old Union Men. 


The carpenters' union, of Winni­ 
peg, Manitoba, boasts of three men 
who have been continuous members 
of the organization for more than 
thirty-six >ears. 
The union believes 
this sets a record. 


In tho great shops of a well-known 
electrical company are some three 
hundred young men, clad in work­ 
men’s 
garments, 
assembling small 
apparatus 
and 
testing 
dynamos, 
transformers, 
railway 
motors and 
lighting appliances of every descrip­ 
tion. 


These men have come from uni­ 
versities, 
colleges 
and 
technical 
schools, not only in this country, bul 
in all quarters of the civilized world 
And they are supplementing the theo* 
ries upon which they have spent 
years of study with the admirable 
practice to be obtained in the finely- 
equipped shops and the variety of 
apparatus manufactured. 


This company has always had an 
eye to the future. 
Its excellent ap­ 
prentice system is devised with a 
view to producing a company of ex­ 
pert workmen, from which may be 
drawn the future foremen, superin­ 
tendents and executive heads of de­ 
partments. 
Its student course is to 
provide for its future need of engi­ 
neers on all classes of apparatus and 
equipment; to take charge of foreign 
and domestic installations of great 
power and lighting plants; to be­ 
come managers of new shops, de­ 
signers of new machinery or com­ 
mercial managers and assistants. 


The qualifications necessary for a 
man entering on this student course 
are that he should have graduated 
from some college or technical school. 
Graduates from several of the cor­ 
respondence 
schools 
(approved by 
the company) are also admitted. 


The man who enters, howrever, is 
not estimated according to his col­ 
lege attainments. 
All start on the 
same basis and at the same nominal 
salary. 
The estimation and advance­ 
ment come upon a demonstration of 
the quality of a man’s work in the 
shops; upon his steadiness and re­ 
liability; 
Ills quickness 
in seeing 
errors or 
defects; his 
aptitude at 
grasping and solving them. 


The course is for a period of four 
years, but no written agreement to 
this effect is required by the com­ 
pany. 
And It must be understood 
that the four years consist of fifty- 
two weeks each, excepting possibly 
two weeks for vacation each sum­ 
mer. 
In fact, the student Is subject 
to exactly the same discipline and 
shop routine as the ordinary work­ 
man. 
His hours are the same—from 
7 a. m. to 6 p. m. 


There is no strictly defined routine 
of practice on this course. 
The gen­ 
eral principle is to give the young 
man the opportunity to work some 
time in each department, and so fa­ 
miliarize himself with every type of 
apparatus 
manufactured. 
Pie 
usu­ 
ally commences by assembling small 
motors and becoming familiar with 
every detail of the machine. He then 
works for a period at testing genera­ 
tors, transformers, arc lamps, meters, 
etc., respective^, thus becoming ac­ 
quainted with the nature and use of 
testing and measuring instruments, 
and aiso with the wonderful labor- 
saving devices and the accuracy of 
machine tools with which the shops 
abound. 


He sees the methods of the great 
steel and iron foundries, and observes 
the materials used in building up the 
great turbo-generators. 
He is ex­ 
pected to acquaint himself with the 
methods of constructing and winding 
armatures and field coils; the various 
kinds of insulators; and the details 
and uses of switches, switchboards, 
mçters and controllers. 


The work is by no means a sine­ 
cure. 
At much of it dirt, grease 
and real labor are encountered by 
these students as by any mechanic 
in the shops. 
On transformer tests 
and tests of special apparatus, the 
work 
necessarily 
continues, 
fre­ 
quently, for as long as thirty-six 
hours at a stretch; and it speaks well 
for these men that such work is rare­ 
ly shirked. 
The dropping of one of 
these students for inefficiency or in­ 
attention is of the rarest occurrence. 


In the course of from two to three 
years—it all depends upon the man's 
brightness—he will 
find 
his shop 
work more or less frequently broken 
by calls to go outside; to report on 
disaster to some outside plant; to 
examine, and probably adjust, ma­ 
chines which are working improper­ 
ly; or to direct a crew of workmen 
installing new machinery. 


He will also now come more in 
contact 
with the 
prominent engi­ 
neers, and, if his choice so lies, may 
be taken into some special depart­ 
ment. 


This 
specializing 
is encouraged. 
Electrical problems have become so 
complex and diverse that the man 
who achieves the greatest amount of 
usefulness and success is, undoubted­ 
ly, the one who devotes his energies 
and abilities to some particular line; 
and ample opportunity is afforded to 
students in this course to confine 
their attention to any one depart­ 
ment for which they show unusual 
ability or aptitude. 


In the engineers’ departments he 
will have’ the opportunity of confin­ 
ing himself altogether to the manu­ 
facturing and designing details, or 
he can branch off onto the commer­ 
cial side, with a view to qualifying 
himself for work in some one of the 
company's many district or foreign 
offices. 
Tho salesman of electrical 
apparatus is much more than an ordi­ 
nary commercial agent. 
He is a con­ 
sulting engineer. 
He must be thor­ 
oughly conversant with the construc­ 
tion and 
assembling of 
machines; 
with their capacities under greatly 
varying conditions; must have apti- 
tudo for understanding and explain­ 
ing peculiar conditions, with a view 


to the designing of special apparatus 
¿o meet them. 
Many of the students 
are in special training for this de­ 
partment, while others are devoting 
themselves to the acquirement of a 
thorough 
knowledge 
of 
electrical 
practice. 


Many high authorities are Insis­ 
tent upon the value of some com­ 
mercial training for every engineer. 


Dr. Louis Bell, in a recent inter­ 
view, said: 


"Sometimes—nay, often—it is a 
greater problem for an engineer to 
keep the cost of a plant or some of 
the apparatus within a given appro­ 
priation than it te to solve the engi­ 
neering 
difficulties. 
And 
that 
is 
where a young engineer should be 
carefully trained, commercially, so 
that he will always avoid the risk of 
seriously injuring his newly-acquired 
reputation by designing something in 
which the 
demand of 
solidity and 
efficiency is sacrificed to that of cost. 
He should learn to say 4No!’ when 
the insidious suggestion is made to 
cut down 
weight 
here 
or 
power 
there." 


The advantage of this practical 
training—this acquired 
familiarity 
with the actual conditions of work­ 
ing apparatus as supplementary to 
the preliminary theoretical training 
— are incalculable. 
The student who 
is 
thoughtful, 
attentive 
and 
am­ 
bitious, acquires by this method the 
qualities which must be combined in 
order to make the thorough engineer. 
Nerve and resourcefulness with ma­ 
chinery 
in times of 
emergency— 
presence of mind, tact and ability to 
handle men; business knowledge and 
executive capacity— all this is requi­ 
site; 
and 
practice— and 
practice 
alone—can give it. 


In addition to this practice, the 
embryo engineers have ample oppor­ 
tunity of keeping abreast of the times 
on theoretical lines, and in touch 
with 
the 
rapid 
advancement and 
changes in electrical science. A spec­ 
ial engineering organization or club 
is designed for this purpose. 
Meet­ 
ings are held monthly, at which lec­ 
tures and addresses upon technical 
subjects aro delivered by speakers of 
undoubted qualification, followed by 
discussions on the subject. 
This so­ 
ciety also arranges and carries out 
visits to other plants of unusual in­ 
terest, 
where the 
installation and 
operation 
of power 
for generating 
purposes, and of special apparatus, 
may be 
fully inspected 
and dis­ 
cussed. 


Mr. H. W. Buck, in an article in 
the Scientific American says: 


"In a stationary condition of art, 
a man with practical experience only 
may become very familiar with all 
the existing types of apparatus and, 
knowing 
their 
applications, 
may 
qualify, to an extent, as an engineer. 
But 
the 
extremely 
rapid 
growth 
of 
electric 
practice 
makes 
rapid 
change 
in 
the 
construction 
and 
operation 
of 
electrical 
machin­ 
ery. 
The man of practice 
only 
is apt to fall behind; while the man 
with a knowledge of the theories and 
the formulas— with a mind trained 
to study and deductions—follows up 
the changes without cifficulty, and is 
frequently one of the men to initiate 
such changes." 


The opportunities ahead of these 
students are most promising. 
In the 
far Indies graduates of this training 
are harnessing the sacred streams and 
generating and conveying pow’er and 
light hundreds of miles, over a coun­ 
try and against difficulties unknown 
here, and unforeseen there, until met 
and conquered. 


Up toward the North Pole, Install­ 
ing arc lights to run through a six 
months' 
night; In 
distant Japan, 
operating 
railways for 
the gentle 
Oriental; stringing the canons of the 
Rockies with transmission lines; put­ 
ting the collar on the mighty Niag­ 
ara and bringing a half million horse­ 
power Into productive subjection— 
everywhere you find them, meeting 
and battling with problems and diffi­ 
culties, overcoming them, and in thus 
overcoming them, becoming stronger 
and more invincible themselves. 


That’s wrhero these young men are 
going from the student course. 
All 
of them will become useful; many 
of them will acquire some degree of 
eminence; perhaps one here or there 
will rise to international fame— an 
Edison, a Thomson or a Steinmetz. 


In the electrical field the pace is 
sw’ift— the marvelous of to-day is the 
commonplace of to-morrow. Peculiar 
characteristics or abilities in certain 
lines will find their opportunity in 
this industry, always provided they 
are coupled with the qualities which 
are requisite to success anywhere— 
vigor, 
pluck, 
patience 
and good 
sense. A good 
general 
education, 
supplemented 
by a good 
technical 
education, and followed by the prac­ 
tice obtained among the machinery 
and apparatus of a great manufac­ 
turing 
corporation, 
comprises 
the 
nursery and training ground from 
which many of the future giants of 
electrical 
science and 
achievement 
will undoubtedly emerge.— Scientific 
American.

Menace % Our Navy

HE most important protection of a battle-ship, outside of the hull 


itself, is that given to its magazines. 
Never, 'since the use of 


pow'der upon flghtlng-ships, has there been such danger to the 
magazines as exists in every battleship and armored cruiser in 
the American fleet. 
It is a first principle, recognized even in 


«the days of wooden frigates, that powder must not be passed 
directly up to the gun-deck through*a vertical shaft. 
The open 


turret of the United States battle-ship is the only violation of this princ p e 
the practice of the wforld. 
, , 
... 
. ,, 
- 
The open turret is a conical shaft leading straight down into the hull or 


the ship. At the top of this shaft the powder is loaded into the heavy gun; a 
its bottom is the handling-room where the powder is delivered from the mag - 
sine; around this handling-room, and opening directly into it, are tne mag 
zincsThe guns in the turret are fired with charges of smokeless powder. This 
powder is a hard, round substance, of a composition which looks not unlike 
celluloid; Its grains—in the charges for the heaviest gun—are cylinders about 
the size of a spool of thread. 
These grains of powder, when unconfined, do 
ix)t explode if they are set on fire, but are consumed like f i z z i n g fire-ci ackers. 
Now, under present conditions at least, a certain number of accidents in load­ 
ing and firing guns can be counted on. When these occur, the burning powder 
grains will fall straight down into the handling-room. 
The charges in tne 
handling-room will be set on fire, and the whole turret will be filled at once 
with a poisonous, flaming gas that destroys life immediately, and even melts 
the softer metals. 
Three times already, by a miracle, Am erican ships liave 
been saved from the explosion of their magazines because of this kind oi 
accident.—From McClure’s Magazine.

M&.ke Old Maids?

3 it true that education is making old maids? 


Dr. William L. Felter, principal of the Girls’ High School 
of Brooklyn, claims that it is. 
He argues that a complete re­ 
form must be made as to the higher education of girls, if the 
world is to be made permanently better through them. 


He holds that the purpose of education is not to give to 
the world woman musicians, artists and authors; that business 
and professional women are not needed. He believes that the kind of women 
most needed is the one “with even greater potentialities, with even richer 
opportunities for blessing the race and of making the circle of her life 
radiant with helpful and benign influences—she is a wife and mother. 


Dr. Felter seems to bemoan the fact that higher education keeps some 
women from marrying. While this is true in some cases, it certainly is not 
so much to be bewailed as would seem at first thought. 
Better that one 
woman should shirk her duty to posterity than the thousands should half­ 
way perform theirs. 
It is well said that a child has a right to be well born. If this is true, 
does it not follow that the more cultivated the mind of the mother the more 
worth living will be her children. 
Who ever heard of a man being handi­ 
capped by the fact that his mother was a well-educated woman? 


Is it impossible to educate too highly the human brain, be it male or 
female? 
Rather is it not desirable to so direct this education that it shall 
by transmission raise the mental, moral and physical level of the human 
animal as the generations pass into history? 


I fancy the look upon the face of the high school girl to whom any one 
dare intimate that she could possibly deteriorate to real usefulness in propor­ 
tion to the amount of higher education she acquired, and every one dream of 
marriage as the one goal to be reached. 


If the college woman remains unmarried It is usually from choice, and 
who shall say that a more desirable state of affairs does not exist where 
girls are most careful in their choice of husbands. 
Nine-tenths of the 
domestic misery existing today is due to thoughtless marriages, and I wel­ 
come anything that will cause our girls to pause and consider well before 
they take the step to matrimony. 
If higher education will bring about this 
desirable end, by all means let us educate our girls to the top notch. 


Examples of self-made men whose parents were illiterate and whose 
struggles in mounting the ladder of success are recorded in history prove 
nothing. 
They did not succeed because their mothers were illiterate, but 


in spite of it.

I venture to say that Mr. Felter or any other good American would 


hesitate long before giving the palm for intelligence to any other nation of 
men, yet where will you -find women with the independence and chances for 
higher development of the American wife outside of our own land? 


They do not seem to me, as a rule, to have made such bad mothers so 
far, and it would seem hardly possible for them to suddenly become so just 
because they have become a little more familiar with the sciences or learned 
the history of music along with the ability to pound out sounds. 


I think it just possible that Dr. Felter has become unnecessarily alarmed. 
A little advice to the boys as to taking a new start and keeping up with the 
girls would be more timely. 


Could President Roosevelt and such advisers as Dr. Felter have their 
way, woman would indeed be reduced to an undesirable position. 
Happily 
girls themselves propose to have some say in such important things as the 
scheme of thejr whole lives would encompass. 
They have elected to pre­ 
pare themselves as best suits themselves for wifehood and motherhood. 


While DV, Fetter’s attack on higher education for girls has caused quite 
a stir, it will- have no effect on things educational for women, you may be 
sure,The time has gone by when woman will allow herself to be dictated to 
in such matters, 
She has made phenomenal progress along these lines of 
late years, and she will make still greater strides along the road of learn­ 
ing in the years to come in spite of those who wfould place obstacles in her 
path.—From the New York American.

Will be'the Vogue. 


There Is every rcasc-n why 
short- 
distance ballooning which 
under Lady 
Harbard's leadership has found great 
favor abroad among the 
women of 
fashion, should be as enthusiastically 
the vogue in this country among the 
merely near-ricli as well as among- the 
billionaires. 


It has many things to commend it, 
among them, as compared with auto- 
mobiling, safety, inexpenslveness, 
the 
charm of exploration, restfuiness and 
aloofness from the more sordid atmos- 
phere of the world. The "balloon face" 
so familiar abroad, is said to be one 
of rapturous passivity, a sort of Cliris- 
tian science ecstacy in repose, and of 
pleasing contrast with the bewrinkled 
devil-car face. 


An excellent two or three passenger 
balloon can be bought for ?750 and, 
after its equipment with the essential 
instruments of various kinds the total 
first cost is materially less than that 
of a modest touring amto-car, 
and

The chief expenses of main- 
tenance are gas—which for a balloon 
of this size is about $30 for a day's 
trip—and freight or express charges 
on the balloon from landing place to 
starting station. 
There are also to be 
considered 'the expenses of the passen- 
gers after landing, such as possible 
hotel bills and railroad fares, though 
usually the automobile is used as an 
adjunct to the balloon, and the 
flying 
air-party Is met by machines which 
have followed with provisions to take 
it home. 
The railroad charges on the 
balloon will soon be eliminated by the 
complc-'ion of auto trucks built espe- 
cially for balloon cartage. 


The sky-pllot*s wages have not yet 
attained a quotable status, as most of 
the profession are owners, many of 
whom are glad, in the Interests of the 
sport, to include any desirable persons 
of lofty anibi'lions who volunteer to 
pay the expenses of a trip.

best and cheapest gas Is to be

there; the plateau-crestcd hills make 
the finest of balloon *'teeing grounds" 
and the proximity to Lenox, 
Stock- 
bridge and other resorts of the wealthy 
is a feature not to be overlooked. The 
distance from large bodies of 
water 
and 
the varied 
topographical

tions within the short-trip zone leave 
little to be desired in the way of land- 
ing places.

Chief 
Dangers. 


The dangers from it are chiefly to 
those who are not in the air. 
As care- 
lessness of balloonists abroad has in 
several ipstances resulted in injury to 
persons and property, the English 
Aero 
club has issued some warnings and sug- 
gestions. They intimate that this long 
distance sandbagging or leadslugging 
of unsuspecting country pedestrians is 
not altogether sportsmanlike, -and that 
the overtoppling of chimneys, upset- 
ting of cottages, breaking of window 
fronts and fcuch stunts are not diplo- 
matic, to say the least. 


Tho country around Pittsfield and 
Lenox has been t-noroughly 
charted 
froan the balloonists' point of view, 


and the study of local geography ha« 
received unwonted attention. 
"Bird's- 
eye view" has come to have a new and 
more humanly personal meaning. 
It 
may before long be supplanted by the 
phrase "balloonlsfs-eyc view." 


A new kind of town labelling will 
likely come into style, the name of tho 
place or its assigned chart number be- 
ing painted in mammoth size on Us 
largest roofs. One of the leading aero- 
nauts says: 


"We want names of towns and cities 
we are likely to pass over within tho 
ballooning zone painted in big white 
letters on the roofs of some of the big 
factories. 
It would nelp greatly 
in 
aerial ^ navigation, for you cannot be 
sure of your maps. 
I think this will 
soon be generally recognized as is the 
necessity of signposts on the streets 
and roads." 


Wiih 
such guides the dangcjrs 
of 
ballooning or of getting lost in heaven 
or on earth will be very slight. 
Fly- 
ing machines and airships are in an- 
other class, their hazards being many 
times gi^eater, 


A short-distance balloon trip Is fur 
less dangerous than a spin through city 
or suburb in an auto car. Among the 
few dangers to balloonists are those 
fi'om terrestrial cranks with shotguns 
who are possessed with a mania for 
taking "a winger" at the aerial voyag- 
ers. 
The only dangers from shooters 
is that the bullets may hit a passenger, 
for the shot punctures In the gas bag 
would cause scarcely noticeable defla- 
tion. 


Pursued by Eagle. 


Occasionally an eagle ur hawk will 
pursue a ijalloon; but birds r»re, as a 
rule, afraid. 
Not long ago a party 
of aeronauts were kept on the qui vive 
in a trip over Connecticut by an un- 
usually large bald headed eagle, meas- 
uring more than twelve feet from tip 
to tip, which followed closely for 200 
miles. 


The matter of food on a ballooning 
trip has been an interesting one to 
novices, who ufiually anticipate a sort 
of balloon 
sickness, similar 
to 
sea- 
sickness. 
Such a thing is practically 
unknown. 
There Is usually nothing of 
the dizziness or nausea which so fre- 
quently assail those earthdwellers who 
aspire to higJi places, such as skyscrap- 
er tops. 
The balloon seems to have a 
soothing effect on the nervous system. 


The possibilities of some 
peculiar 
action on a peculiar system are always 
considered and various stimulants are 
usually taken along, as are also patent 
hot and cold bottles, so that a 
"hot 
chocolate" or a cream frappe are in- 
stantly 
available 
even 
among 
the 
clouds. 
The heavens cannot be de- 
pended upon to provide manna or an- 
g^l cake, so a reasonably well supplied 
larder is an essential.—From the New 
York World.

ABOLISHED NAVAL PIQEONt 


No Longer Needed In These Days of 
Wireless Telegraphy. 


An admiralty official the other day 
confirmed 
the 
statement that 
the 
British naval pipreon service was to 
be allowed to fall into disuse. “Think 
of it!*' he remanted. 
“Not so very 
many years ago people were tilled 
with 
wonderment 
that 
a 
homing 
pigeon could fly with messages at the 
rate of sixty miles an hour and reach 
its destination with safety. 
Today a 
wireless message can be sent at the 
rate of hundreds of miles in a fev 
seconds. 


“It was a wise step to establish, as 
the admiralty did, a carrier pigeon 
service in connection with the navy; 
they are equallv wise to abandon the 
stations now that telegraphic facili­ 
ties have been brought to such a 
state of perfection. 


“ Nowaday«; a battleship can easily 
keep in wireless communication with 
Rame Head, 
near 
Plymouth, while 
voyaging to Gibraltar, or even to por­ 
tions of ihe Mediterranean. 
Most of 
t*»e fleet have the necessary installa­ 
tions aboard. 


“The naval pigeon service had its 
drawbacks, birds 
often 
not finding 
their way home through losing their 
reckoning or on account of injury. 
Only in minor ways has their useful­ 
ness to the navy been demonstrated. 
Without wireless telegraphy, however, 
there is no question that in time of 
war they would have been a real 
help.” 


Among pigeon fanciers there was 
some consternation, especially on the 
part of those who belong to what is 
known as the volunteer carrier pigeon 
service, which is not, however, to be 
interfered 
with. 
Breeders 
will 
no 
doubt avail themselves of the oppor­ 
tunity to buy the pigeons which have 
been trained at the admiralty lofts.

can hardly wait for good ballooning 
weather again. The considerable num­ 
ber of orders which have been placed 
for balloons, both of American and for­ 
eign make, indicates that a good many 
“ladies of quality” are to 
frequent 
Cloudland this coming summer. 


Licensed sky-pilots will be in 
de­ 
mand. There may even soon be schools 
for them, as for autodrivers. 
A sky- 
pilot wishing to secure the Aero Club’s 
license to tour the Milky Way and oth­ 
er heavenly boulevards, must nave an 
approved record of ten ascensions, in­ 
cluding one alone and one at night. 


WÜI be the Vogue. 


There is every reason why 
short- 
distance ballooning which under Lady 
Harbard’s leadership lias found great 
favor abroad among the 
women of 
fashion, should be as enthusiastically 
the vogue in this country among the 
merely near-rich as well as among- the 
billionaires. 


It has many things to commend it, 
among them, as compared with auto- 
mobiling, safety, inexpensiveness, 
the 
charm of exploration, restfuiness and 
aloofness from the more sordid atmos­ 
phere of the world. The “balloon face” 
so familiar abroad, is said to be one 
of rapturous passivity, a sort of Chris­ 
tian science ecstacy in repose, and of 
pleasing contrast with the bewrinkled 
devil-car face. 


An excellent two or three passenger 
balloon can be bought for $750 and, 
after its equipment with the essential 
instruments of various kinds the total 
first cost is materially less than that 
of a modest touring auito-car, 
and 
microscopic as compared with that of 
a yacht. The chief expenses of main­ 
tenance are gas—which for a balloon 
of this size is about $30 for a day’s 
trip—and freight or express charges 
on the balloon from landing place to 
starting station. There are also to be 
considered »the expenses of the passen­ 
gers after landing, such as possible 
hotel bills and railroad fares, though 
usually the automobile is used as an 
adjunct to the balloon, and the flying 
air-party is met by machines which 
have followed with provisions to take 
it home. 
The railroad charges on the 
balloon will soon be eliminated by the 
completion of auto trucks built espe­ 
cially for balloon cartage. 


The sky-pilous wages have not yet 
attained a quotable status, as most of 
the profession are owners, many of 
whom are glad, in the interests of the 
sport, to include any desirable persons 
of lofty ambitions who volunteer to 
pay the expenses of a (rip. 


Alan R. Hawley, a stockbroker, 
of 
No. 20 Broad street, who is one of the 
most insatiable and successful balloon­ 
ists in this country, 
estimate.-» 
the 
necessary expenses of a short distance 
trip cut about $7G. 


The Aero Ciub, whose headquarters 
are at No. 12 East Forty-second street, 
is formulating plans for minimizing the 
expense. Pittsfield, Mass., has thus far 
proved to be the most nearly 
ideal 
place for short-distance flying. 
The 
best and cheapest gas is to be 
had 
there; the plateau-crestcd hills make 
the finest of balloon “teeing grounds” 
and the proximity to Lenox, 
Stock- 
bridge and other resorts of the wealthy 
is a feature not to be overlooked. The 
distance from large bodies of water 
and the varied topographical condi­ 
tions within the ehort-trip zone leave 
little to be desired in the way of land­ 
ing places. 


Good roads in every direction expe­ 
dite the automobile sections of the par­ 
ties, and the great number of good ho­ 
tels and inns assure "all the comforts 
of home” to those who conclude their 


i day's highflying- with some night “trail­ 
ing,” which is one of the most pleas­ 
urable features of ballooning. 


“Trailing” 
which consists, as 
its 
name implies, in sailing above 
the 
ground just the distance of a weighted 
line or trailer, is of course possible on­ 
ly in open country, and is safest when 
there is moonlight. 


Chief Dangers, 


The dangers from it are chiefly to 
those who are not in the air. As care­ 
lessness of balloonists abroad has in 
several instances resulted in injury to 
persons and property, the English Aero 
club has issued some warnings and sug­ 
gestions. They intimate that this long 
distance sandbagging or leadslugging 
of unsuspecting country pedestrians is 
not altogether sportsmanlike, -and that 
the overtoppling of chimneys, upset­ 
ting of cottages, breaking of window 
fronts and fcuch stunts are not diplo­ 
matic, to say the least. 


The country around Pittsfield and 
Lenox has been t-noroughly 
charted 
from the balloonists* point of view, 


and the study of local geography hM 
received unwonted attention. 
"Bird's- 
eye view” has come to have a new" and 
more humanly personal meaning. 
It 
may before long be supplanted by the 
phrase “balloonist’s-eye view.“ 


A new kind of town labelling will 
likely come into style, the name of tho 
place or its assigned chart number be­ 
ing painted in mammoth size on its 
largest roofs. One of the leading aero­ 
nauts says: 


“We want names of towns and cities 
we are likely to pass over within tho 
ballooning zone painted in big white 
letters on the roofs of some of the big 
factories. 
It would nelp greatly 
in 
aerial. navigation, for you cannot be 
sure of your maps. 
I think this will 
soon be generally recognized as is the 
necessity of signposts on the streets 
and roads.” 


With such guides the dangers 
of 
ballooning or of getting lost in heaven 
or on earth will be very slight. 
Fly­ 
ing machines and airships are in an­ 
other class, their hazards being many 
times greater. 


A short-distance balloon trip is fur 
less dangerous than a spin through city 
or suburb in an auto car. Among the 
few dangers to balloonists are those 
from terrestrial cranks with shotguns 
who are possessed with a mania for 
taking “a winger'* at the aerial voyag­ 
ers. 
The only dangers from shooters 
is that the bullets may hit a passenger, 
for the shot punctures in the gas bag 
would cause scarcely noticeable defla­ 
tion. 


Pursued by Eagle. 


Occasionally an eagle or hawk will 
pursue a balloon; but birds are, as a 
rule, afraid. 
Not long ago a party 
of aeronauts were kept on the qui vive 
in a trip over Connecticut by an un­ 
usually large bald headed eagle, meas­ 
uring more than twelve feet from tip 
to tip, which followed closely for 200 
miles. 


The matter of food on a ballooning 
trip has been an interesting one to 
novices, who usually anticipate a sort 
of balloon sickness, similar to sea­ 
sickness. 
Such a thing is practically 
unknown. There is usually nothing of 
the dizziness or nausea which so fre­ 
quently assail those earthdwellers who 
aspire to high places, such as skyscrap­ 
er tops. 
The balloon seems to have a 
soothing effect on ihe nervous system. 


The possibilities of some 
peculiar 
action on a peculiar system are always 
considered and various stimulants are 
usually taken along, as are also patent 
hot and cold bottles, so that a 
“hot 
chocolate” or a cream frappe are in­ 
stantly available even among 
the 
clouds. 
The heavens cannot be de­ 
pended upon to provide manna or an­ 
gel cake, so a reasonably well supplied 
larder is an essential.—From the New 
York World.

minum for the oxygen of the iron ox- 
ide. Clamps are fastened to the steel 
part on each side of the spit to be 
heated.

A New Engineering 
Feat 


In bridges and other structures of 
Iron or steel, it often happens 
that 
some one of several parts In tension 
does not support its 
share of 
the 
load, and instead of the usual expen- 
sive and troublesome plan of taking 
down the parts and forging them in 
a blacksmith 
shop, 
Hasenkamp, a 
German 
engineer, proposes 
making 
the adjustments in lengths with the 
structure Intact. 
His plan Is to use 
thermit for heating the part in place. 
This material, a mixture of iron ox- 
ide and aluminum, is readily ignited, 
iind it burns with an intense heat, 
•which may r.each 5,000 degrees Fah- 
renheit, through the affinity of alu- 
minum for the oxygen of the Iron ox- 
ide. Clamps are fastened to the steel 
part on each side of the spit to be 
iieated. 
These clamps are connected 
by bolts, and when the right temper- 
ature is reached turning 
the 
nuts 
«hortens the steel permanently to the 
extent desired. 
The operation, re- 
-qulrlng but a few minutes, does not 
interfere with traffic.

Heroism, which the world has 
forgotten, was at times displayed by 
the Avomen as well as by the men in 
their attempts to defend their proper* 
ty or protect their lives, and the stor- 
ies of the bravery and daring of the 
patriots of the Carolina« form a chap- 
ter in the history of the winning of 
American independence which was not 
the least in the price paid for free- 
dom.

A New Engineering Feat, 


In bridges and other structures of 
Iron or steel, it often happens that 
some one of several parts in tension 
does not support its 
share of the 
load, and instead of the usual expen­ 
sive and troublesome plan of taking 
down the parts and forging them in 
a blacksmith 
shop, 
Hasenkainp, a 
German engineer, proposes 
making 
the adjustments in lengths with the 
structure Intact. 
His plan is to use 
therm it for heating the part in place. 
This material, a mixture of iron ox­ 
ide and aluminum, is readily ignited, 
and it burns with an intense heat, 
which may r.each 5,000 degrees Fah­ 
renheit, through the affinity of alu­ 
minum for the oxygen of the iron ox­ 
ide. Clamps are fastened to the steel 
purt on each side of the spit to be 
heated. 
These clamps are connected 
by bolts, and when the right temper­ 
ature is reached turning 
the 
nuts 
shortens the steel permanently to the 
extent desired. 
The operation, re­ 
quiring but a few minutes, does not 
interfere with traffic.

Horse Trades Across a Pond and 3I:»fces a 


Biir Haul. 


The whole village of Swaleland, Ind., 


is in a state of excitement over a new 
invention for catching nsh, which has 
made a nice thing for one of the farm- 
ers near by. 


.John Moder.who lives on the county 


line near the IMill Creek slough, is the 
originator of the idea. 
IMouer owns 


SO acres in the slough bottoms, which 
he uses for pasture land. 
He noticed 


a number of times this summer that 
hi^ cattle had bruised legs aud muz- 
zles, aud thought they must have be- 
come entangled in a barb-wire fence 
somewhere. 
He also observed that 


the cattle were afraid to drink in the 
large ponds of the slough, and would 
not wade into them as they used to. 
He did not suspect the real reason, 
however, until he rode a horse across 
the creek about two weeks ago. Then, 
he says,the fish, which have multiplied 
by the thousand during the recent 
close season in Indiana, attacked the 
legs of his animal so voraciously that 
they bit most of the hair off and left 
numerous wounds. 


ilocler set to work figuring on the 


matter and wondering how he could 
turn the voracity of the fish to the 
best advantage. 
According to the 


new fish law, net or seines cannot be 
used, so they had to be caught by 
hook and line. 
Moder bought a 


wagon load of ice from the Swaleland 
crea i ery and fixed up a s«,rt of refrig- 
erator. He also went into Fountain- 
town to get 500 fishhooks, as there 
were only a few to be bought in 
Swaleland. He and his sons went to 
work and fitted up the fishhooks, at- 
taching 100 of them on short pieces < f 
line to the legs of one of the farm 
horses, fixing them so that the animal 
could walk without the hooks catch- 
ing. 
They even attached hooks to 


the hair of the fetlocks. 


Moder aud his sons baited the hooks 


with piece^ of tough steak and fresh 
sheep's bide. One of the sons mounted 
the horse and made him wade across 
the big slough pond. 
"When the ani- 


mal reached the opposite bank he 
could hardly lift his feet on account of 
the weight of fish hanging. 
At Iea=t 


SO of varying sizes were found at- 
tached. 
The motion of the animal's 


legs had served to hcok the fish firmly 
as soon as they bit. 


Moder had two other horses fitted 


ont in the same way, and six men 
were kept busy for several days catch- 
ing fish in the slough bottoms and the 
creek, iloder estimates that he took 
eight tons of bullhead, catfish, rock 
bass and perch in four days.

packs them away in his improvise'! re- 
frigerator and takes a wagon 1. ad to 
town for sale each day.

to the »people of Europe or America. 


In the United Stales and Canada 
we have 1 horse for every 372 per- 
sons; in South America 1 for every 
7; in Mexico 1 for .every 12; in Japan 
1 for every 30; 1 for 40 in Turkey, 
for 50 in the Philippines, for about 
150 in Africa and for 200 in India 
and southern -China,

ties of postmistress and "post-wom- 
an. tf 


For twenty years she did most of 
the outside work of the office, while 
her sister was postmistress, and dur- 
ing the last 
fifteen 
years she has 
walked 52.000 miles in delivering lot- 
ters. 
In the whole thirty-five years 
she has travelled about 100.000 miles 
on foot. 
With a large postbag strap- 
ped across her shoulders and wearing 
a little cloth cap and heavy boots 
she trudges regularly on her rounds 
in 'Spite of rain or storm or snow. 


Mrs. Clark began her association 
with the post oflice at the age of 14 
and has thus been In the service for 
fifty-two 
years. 
Her ordinary dally 
round is eleven miles, and her work 
particularly at Christmas time, often 
makes it necessary for her ¡to plod 
along the lonoly country roads 
by 
night. 
She knows every inch of the 
district, and she oven despises 
the 
use of the lanterns which many of 
her neighbors carry when abroad in 
the darkness.—Ix>ndon Tribune.

STRANGEST WAY TO 
FISH. 


norso Wiicles Across a Poiul iiiul Makes a 


iUs Ilau]. 


The wholo village of Swareland,Ind., 
is in a state of excitement 
over a new 
inveutitm for catching fish, which has 
made a nice thing for ono of tho farm- 
ers near by. 


John Moder,who lives on tho county 
line near the Mill Creek slough,is the 
originator of the idea, 
Moder 
owns 
80 acres in the sJough bottoms, which 
ho uses for pasture land. 
Ho noticed 
a number of times 
this summer that 
his cattle had 
bruised 
legs and muz- 
zles, aud thought they must have be- 
come 
entangled in a barb-wire fence 
somewhere. 
He also 
observed 
that 
the cattle were afraid to 
drink in tho 
large ponds of tho slough, and would 
not wade 
into them as they used to. 
He did not suspect tho real reason, 
however, until }je rode a horse across 
the creok about two weeks ago. Then, 
he says,the fish, which have multiplied 
by the thousand 
during tho recent 
close season in Indiana, attacked tho 
legs of his animal so voraciously that 
they bit most of tho hair off and left 
numerous wounds. 


Moder set 
to work figuring on the 
matter and wondering how he could 
turn 
the voracity of 
the fish to the 
best 
advantage. 
According 
to 
tho 
new fish law, net or seines cannot he 
used, so they had 
to bo caught by 
hook 
and 
line. 
Moder 
bought 
a 
wagon load of ice from the Swaleland 
crea i ery aud fixed up a sort of refrig- 
erator, 
He also went into 
Fountuin- 
town to get 
500 
fishhooks, 
as thoro 
were 
only 
a few to be bought in 
Swaleland. 
Ho and his sons wont to 
work and fitted up the 
fishhooks, 
at- 
taching lOU of them on short pieces « f 
line to the 
legs of one of tho farm 
horses, fixing them so that tho animal 
could walk without 
the hooks catch- 
ing, 
They 
even 
attached 
hooks to 
the hair of the fetlocks, 


Moder and his sons baited the hooks 
with pieces of tough steak and fresh 
sheep's hide. One of the sons mounted 
the horse aud made him wade across 
the big slough pond. 
When the ani- 
mal reached 
tho opposite 
bank he 
could hardly lift his feet on account of 
the weight of fish hanging. 
At least 
80 of varying sizes 
wero found at- 
tached. 
The motion of 
the animal's 
legs had served to hook tho fish firmly 
as soon as they bit. 


Moder had two other horses 
fitted 
out in the 
name 
way, aud 
six men 
were kept busy for several days catch- 
ing fish in the slough bottoms and the 
creek. 
Moder estimates that he took 
eight tons of bullhead, catfish, rock 
bass and 
perch 
in 
four days. 
He 
packs them away in his improvised re- 
frigerator aud 
takes a wagon h ad to 
town for sale each day. 
In selling his 
fish in Swaleland tho etory of how he 
got them leaked out.

ever sodimout remaina from tho bot- 
tom of tho cake of fat.

has invented a new mutton stow 
that 
family and frionda pronounced e?ccol- 
lout. 
The day after the boiled leg of 
mutton with caper sauco has mado 
its appearance on tho family board tho 
stew is in order. 
A lump of butter is 
put into tho frying pau, and as soon 
as hot a small onion is browned in it. 
Slices of tho cold 
mutton 
aro 
then 
added, and tosi^od in the butter until 
thoroughly heatod through, 
when a 
pint of milk is 
pourod 
in 
over 
the 
sliced moat, 
Whon this is hot it is 
thickened with a littlo flour or 
corn- 
starch, and salted and peppered to taste. 
Prepared in this way, tho mutton, she 
declares, can scarcely bo told from a 
fricasaoo of chicken, and servod 
with 
currant jelly and 
baked 
potatoes 
it 
becomes a welcome disii for dinner or 
luncheon. 


Mitiooci Mutton and Cuniniboi*. 


Peel and slice a cumimbor about a 
quarter of 
an 
inch thick, placo tho 
slices in a basin,

graphic Magazine, the remaining 20,- 
000,000 scattered through the tropics 
are largely employed in the service 
of temperate zone visitors or resi­ 
dents and are but feeble representa­ 
tives of that animal as he is known 
to the »people of Europe or America. 


In the United States and Canada 
we have 1 horse for every 372 per­ 
sons; in South America 1 for every 
7; in Mexico 1 for .every 12; in Japan 
1 for every 30; 1 for 40 in Turkey, 
for 50 in the Philippines, for about 
150 in Africa and for 200 in India 
and southern -China.

Postwoman's 100,000 Miles on Foot. 


An extraordinary instance of the 
arduous work done at some of the 
remote branches of the post office ser­ 
vice is reported from Newnham, near 
Baldrock, Herts, where Mrs. Clark, 
at the age of G6, still fulfils the du­ 
ties of postmistress and “post-wom- 
an.ft 


For twenty years she did most of 
the outside work of the office, while 
her sister was postmistress, and dur­ 
ing the last fifteen years she has 
walked 52,000 miles in delivering let­ 
ters. 
In the whole thirty-five years 
she has travelled about 100,000 miles 
on foot. 
With a large postbag strap­ 
ped across her shoulders and wearing 
a little cloth cap and heavy boots 
she trudges regularly on her rounds 
in «spite of rain or storm or snow. 


Mrs. Clark began her association 
with the post office at the age of 14 
and has thus been in the service for 
fifty-two years. 
Her ordinary daily 
round is eleven miles, and her work 
particularly at Christmas time, often 
makes it necessary for her -to plod 
along the lonely country roads by 
night. 
She knows every inch of the 
district, and she even despises the 
use of the lanterns which many of 
her neighbors carry when abroad in 
the darkness.—London Tribune.

STRANGEST WAY TO FISH, 


Horso W ades Across a P o n d a n d M akes a 


lilg H aul. 


The whole village of S waleland, Ind., 
is in a state of excitement over a new 
invention for catching iish, which has 
made a nice thing for ono of the farm­ 
ers near by. 


John Moder, who lives on tho county 
line near the Mill Creek slough,is the 
originator of the idea. 
Moder owns 
80 acres in the slough bottoms, which 
he uses for pasture laud. 
Ho noticed 
a number of times this summer that 
his cattle had bruised legs aud muz­ 
zles, and thought they must have be­ 
come entangled in a barb-wire fence 
somewhere. 
He also observed that 
tho cattle were afraid to drink in tho 
large ponds of tho slough, and would 
not wade into them as they used to. 
He did not suspect tho real reason, 
however, uutil }ie rode a horse across 
the creek about two weeks ago. Then, 
he says,the fish, which have multiplied 
by the thousand during the recent 
close season in Indiana, attacked the 
legs of his animal so voraciously that 
they bit most of the hair off and left 
numerous wounds. 


Moder set to work figuring on the 
matter and wondering how he could 
turn the voracity of the fish to the 
best advantage. 
According to tho 
new fish law, net or seines cannot be 
used, so they had to be caught by 
hook and line. 
Moder bought 
a 
wagon load of ice from the Swaleland 
crea i ery and fixed up a sort of refrig- 
eratur. 
He also went into Fountuin- 
town to get 500 fishhooks, as there 
were only a few to be bought in 
Swaleland. 
He aud his sous went to 
work aud fitted up the fishhooks, at­ 
taching 100 of them on short pieces < f 
line to the legs of one of the farm 
horses, fixing them so that the animal 
could >valk without the hooks catch­ 
ing, 
They even attached hooks to 
the hair of the fetlocks. 


Moder aud his sous baited the hooks 
with pieces of tough steak and fresh 
sheep’s hide. One of the sous mounted 
the horse and made him wade across 
the big slough pond. 
When the ani­ 
mal reached the opposite bank he 
could hardly lift his feet on account of 
the weight of fish hanging. 
At least 
80 of varying sizes were found at­ 
tached. 
The motion of the animal’s 
legs had served to hook the fish firmly 
as soon as they bit. 


Moder had two other horses fitted 
out in the same way, aud six men 
were kept busy for several days catch­ 
ing fish in the slough bottoms and the 
creek. 
Moder estimates that he took 
eight tons of bullhead, catfish, rock 
bass and perch in four days. 
He 
packs them away in his improvised re­ 
frigerator and takes a wagon 1« ad to 
town for sale each day* 
In selling his 
fish in Swaleland the story of how he 
got them leaked out.

Tapioca Cream. 


Heat ono pint oi milk In * double 
boiler. 
When scalding hot stir in two 
rounded iablospoonfuis of tho finest 
grauulated tapioca. 
Stir and cook ton 
or fifteen minutes. 
Boat tho yolks of 
two oggs with two iablospoonfuis of 
sugar until light, 
and stir into tho 
cream. 
Add a pinch of salt aud cook 
just a moment or two. 
Remove from 
the firo and add tho whites of two 
eggs beaten to a stiff dry froth. 
Cut 
aud fold them iu, so that the croam 
will bo light aud spongy. 
Add a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, 
and turn into a 
glass dish for serving. 


To Clarify DripplngM» 


Beof is rich in fat that is rarely eatou 
at the table. 
Most housewives have a 
surplus from roasts, stows aud soup 
stock that is uot fully utilized. 
This 
may bo clarified by melting and frying 
thick slices of raw potato therein. 
The potato will absovb much of tho 
flavor of vegetables aud attract to it­ 
self sediment. 
Skim tho potato out 
carefully and a Id a pint of water, 
which will carry most of tho sodimeut 
that is loft to the bottom of tho kettlo. 
Lot tho fat cool and removo to au 
earthon dish, carefully scraping what­ 
ever sediment remains from tho bot­ 
tom of tho cake of fat. 
Tin* cloau 
grease can bo used in most cases as a 
substitute for butter or lard. 


Invented a Mutton Stow. 


A womau forbidden by her physician 
to oat beof, becauso of hor rhoumatio 
toudoucies, aud tiring of mutton, 
roasted, boiled or in chops, says she 
has iuvonted a new mutton stow that 
family and friends pronounced excel­ 
lent. 
The day after the boiled leg of 
mutton with caper sauco has mado 
its appearance on tho family board the 
stew is in order. 
A lump of butter is 
put into tho frying pan, and as soon 
as hot a small onion is browned in it. 
Slices of tho cold mutton aro then 
added, and tossed in the butter until 
thoroughly heatod through, when a 
pint of milk is poured in over the 
sliced meat. 
When this is hot it is 
thickened with a littlo flour or corn­ 
starch, and salted aud peppered to taste. 
Prepared in this way, tho mutton, sho 
declares, can scarcely bo told from a 
fricassee of chicken, aud served with 
currant jelly aud baked potatoes it 
becomes a welcomo dish for dinner or 
luncheon. 


Minced M u t t o n a n d C ucum bor. 


Peel and slice a cucumber about a 
quarter of an inch thick, place tho 
slices iu a basin, sprinkle with salt, 
fresh vinegar or lemon juice, let it 
stand for ono hour, rinse in cold 
water. 
Put them into a stewpan, with 
about half their quantity of lean ham, 
sliced and stamped iu disks, aud one 
ounce of butter. 
Cover with stock, 
and cook steadily on the side of tho 
stovo till the cucumber is tender;strain 
off the gravy into another stewpan, 
aud boil it down to tho consistency of 
thick cream. 
Pour this over the cu­ 
cumber and ham, sprinkle with a pinch 
of finely chopped parsley. Have ready 
some remains of cold mutton, out in 
dice shapes; to this add one and one- 
half ounces of sifted flour for every 
half-pound of meat; season to taste. 
For this amount of meat boil together 
half a ¡)int of stook, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of brown sauce, and one finely 
chopped shallot; after ten minutes put 
in tho mutton, boil up once more and 
dish it up. 
Garnish with cucumber 
and ham. Pour the thick gravy around 
and serve hot.

H ousliold Hints. 


Play clothes are recognized needs 
of children now. 


Wash matting with one pint of 
salt to each pail of soft water, 
Ajjply 
with a brush, and wipe dry as you go 
aloug, with a soft cloth, 


Sprinkle carpets well with coarse 
salt, aud leave it on a day if possible. 
Moreover, the salt seems to gather 
the dust aud makes the sweeping 
easier. 


In sickness, when disinfectants are 
needed in sinks and basins, use car­ 
bolic acid, allowing four tablospoon- 
fuls to each pint of cold water. Pour 
down tho pipes and let it stay a hall 
hour beiore flushing. 


A housekeeper says the letters and 
labels on flour sacks, etc, can bo re­ 
moved by soaking tho sacks in sour 
buttermilk 
before washing 
them. 
Washing sets the printiug. 
Thus the 
great objection to their use as towels, 
etc., is removed. 


In making a sausage stuffing for a 
fowl, allow as many dried crumbs to 
the stuffing as it will take up. 
If 
pork is used in the stuffing, chop fine 
and use capers, pickles or parsley with 
it. 
Sage should always be used with 
either a pork or sausage dressing. 


Pea salad is made of peas cooked in 
salt water and set aside to cool. 
In 
the meantime have a white onion 
boiled, and when the peas are cold add 
it to them, 
chopped fine, with one 
hard-boiled egg. 
Make a dressing of 
lemon juice, oil, salt, and pepper to 
taste. 


Remember that eggs 
should 
be 
beaten in different ways for different 
ubos. 
For meringues, sponge cake, 
angels* food or any use in which the 
cells are to be coarse, a wire 
egg- 
beater that beats iu the air is best. 
For other cake, 
and anything 
re­ 
quiring a fine grain, tho wheel egg- 
beater is best. 


One of the best weapons to use in 
fighting the ubiquitous cockroach is a 
mixture of Paris green aud oatmeal.
